Hon. Jacob Kiein, Judge of St, Louis Circuit 
Court, respondent: 

This is an original proceeding in this 
court. Upon a rule to show cause wny he 
should not be prohibited from issuing a writ 
commandingthat the ballot boxes in a cer- 
tain election contest be opened, the Hon. 
Jacob Mein, a Judge of the Circuit Court of 
the city of St. Louis has made the following 


cause it appears by the relator’s petitfon and 
by the copy of notice of contest and 
notice of application accompanying said 
petition, that under the statutes of the State 
of Missouri, relating to election contests and 
tothe opening of ballot boxes, by order of 
Circuit Courts, that the respondent. as Judge 
of the Circuit Court, City of St. Louis, before 
whom sald election contest was and is pend- 

ing, was and is duly authorized to issue a 
writ directed to the Recorder of Voters of the 
city of St. Louis, instructing him to open the 

ballot boxes, as asked for inthe application 
of the coptestor named in said notice of con - 
test. 

To t return relator demurs on the 
ground that it does not state facts, etc. 

The truth of the return being admitted by 
the demurrer, the only issue presented for 
determination is the jurisdiction of respon- 
dent to order the opening of the ballot boxes. 

The issue thus raised brings under review 
certain constitutional and statutory pro- 
visions pertaining to the subject of such 
jurisdiction. 

After providing for the secrecy’ of the bal- 
lot, sec. 8 of art. 8 of the constitution de- 
clares: 

That in all cases of contested elections 
the vallots cast may be counted, compared 
with the list of voters and examined under 
guch safeguards and regulations as may be 
prescribed by law.“ Sec. 9 of the same 
article commands that: The General A3- 


sembly shall by law 8 the court dy 
whom the several classes of election con- 
tests shall be tried and regulate the manner 
of that and all matters incident thereto. ’’ 

In obedience to the requirements of the 
organic law the Legislature passed a statute 
which conferred jurisdiction on the Circuit 
Courts in cases of contested elections for 
county officers.—{2 Rev. Stat. 1879, sec. 5528; 
1 Rev. Stat. 1889, sec. 4706. 

By the act of 1883, laws of that year, p. 91. 
now sec. 4721, Revised Statutes 1889, authority 
was bestowed on ‘‘any court before which 

contested election may be pending’’ to 
issue a writ to have the boxes opened. 

In State ex rel. Francis vs. Dillon, 87 Mo. 
487, this court decided under then existing 
laws that the Circuit Court of the city of St. 
Louis had no jurisdiction to try a contested 
election cause in regard to a municipal office 
of that city. 

In 1891 the General Assembly enacted an 
amendment to sec. 4706 aforesaid, by insert- 
f @ therein the words and municipal,“ so 
t ut that section now reads: ‘‘The several 

uit Courts shall have jurisdiction in cases 
Yntested elections for county and muni- 
~»\ Offices,’*’ etc. Laws 1891, p. 106. 

The object of the amendatory act is quite 

plain; it was evidently designed to supply a 
casus omissus; to confer jurisdiction on cir- 
cult courts where, under the former ruling 
of this court, noné existed before, to-wit, in 
regard to ‘‘municipal’’ offices. 
e only question, therefore, is: Did the 
amendment have the desired and intended 
effect, or did it fail of its manifest purpose? 
The statutory 3 already quoted evi- 
dently relate one subject, and have but 
one ob t in view. The title of the laws as 
fourd inthe revised statutes of 1879 andof 
1889, is **Elections,’’ and the act of 1883 al- 
ready quoted is An act to provide for count. 
ing, etc>, ballots in cases of contested elec- 
tions. j And the act of 1891 befora mentioned 
is entitled An act to amend sec. 4706, etc., 
in relation to elections. 

it was readily seen, therefore, from the 
titles of those acts, both original and amenda- 
atory, and the matters therein contained, 
that they are parts of one common system, 
and have in contemplation the éffectuation 
of but one common object, to-wit: The con-

As showing what acts are to be regarded 
as forming one system, and therefore 
to be read together, the same author says: 
**A statute must be construed with reference 
to the whole system of which it forms a part. 
And statutes upon cognate subjects may be 
referred to, though not strictly in pari ma- 
teria. There being a general statute regu- 
lating the execution of wills, which did not 
require subscribing witnesses, a new statute 
was passed providing for the testament- 

disposition of the property of 
married women; it required that 
such a will should de executed in 
the presence of two witnesses. The two acts 
were construed together. A married’ wom- 
an’s will had to be executed according to the 
genera! law, in the particular regulated by 
the later act in respect to witnesses. * * * 
A statute authorizing the revival of actions 
by or against the representative or successor 
in interest ofthe party deceased is in pari 
materia with other statutes 1 for 
appointment of executors and administra- 
tors, and also those pointing out how foreign 
representatives may acquire the right 
to prosecute actions, <A’ statute re- 
lating to homestead and 
tions for a family of 
children was held in pari materia with laws 
allowing dower to the widow and minor chil- 
dren. A statutein relation to attachment 
against steamboats and other water craft 18 
in pari materia with the general attachment 
la w, and they should be construed together. 
Ibid. sec. 284. 

The industry of counsel for respondent has 
cited many cases announcing the same doc- 
trine ; it is needless to cite them in support of 
a principle of such universal recognition,and 
quotations would not have been made thus 
at large from text writers, but for the fact 
that upon the principle announced this case 
must turn. 

Under the authorities the effect of the act 
of 1891, when it gave jurisdiction to circult 
courts in respect to contested elections for 
‘*municipal’’ offices, was immediately to 
confer on such courts the same machinery 
for making that jurisdiction effectual as had 
already deen bestowed dn ‘such courts in 
other election contests, by the act of 1883, 
to-wit, the power to open the ballot boxes. 
Without this power the grant of jurisdiction 
as to municipaicontested elections would be 
a vain and useless thing; the grant of a bar- 
ren and fruitless jurisdiction; something 
which it must be presumed the Legislature 
did not intend to .confer. Smith’s Com., 
sec. 527. 

The rule which is applied in several acts in 
pari materia and which requires them to be 
considered together as forming one legal 
whole is after all but a rule ascertaining 
and carrying into effect the intention of the 
Legislature. 1 Kent Com. 13 Ed., 463. 

itis based uponthe same principle that 
whenever a power is given by a statute 
everything necessary to the making of it 
effectual or requisite to attainthe end is 
implied. Quandolex aliquid concedit con- 
cedere videtur et id, per quod divenitur ad 
illud. Ibid. 464. 

Upon the foregoing considerations, we hold 
that the various statutory provisions above 
quoted must be regarded as forming one har- 
monious whole; one act to all intents and 
purposes, which clothes the Circuit Court, 
over which respondent presides, not only 
witb jurisdiction to bear and determine con- 
tested elections for“ municipal offices,’’ but 
clotbed also with all ene og! power to 
make that jurisdiction effectual by ordering 
the opening of the ballot- boxes. a 

It has, however, been urged that in any 
event jurisdiction to bal - 
lot - boxes cannot 
this particular 
reasons: First, because under the statutory” 
provisions no order to.open the ballot boxes 
can be made prior to the June term of which 
the contest is to occur, or until the case is 
at issue;’’ second, because the notice of con- 
test is insufficient by being general and in- 
definite, etc. 

Sec. 4721, supra,, does not require that the 
case shall beat issue“ when the order to 
open the boxes is made; the only require- 
meut is that the contested election shall be 
**pending’’ before the court which makes 
the order, and we have heretofore ruled that 
such contest is pending from the time that 
notice thereof is served upon the contestee. 
State ex rel. Clarke vs. Smith, 104 Mo. 661. 

As to the insufficiency of the notice of con- 
test it is enough to say that the writ of pro- 
hibition goes only to restrain the assumed 
exercise of jurisdiction where none exists, 
and not to its erroneous or irregular exer- 
cise. Woodon Mand. and Prohib., 147 and 8 
et seq.; State ex rel. Dawson, 2 Court of 
App., 99 Mo., 216; State ex rel. Burckhardt, 
87 Mo., 538. It cannot issue w e other ade- 

uate remedies exist, nor t @made to per- 

orm or usurp the functions an appeal, 
etc.;19 Am. and Eng. Encyc. Of Law 265, et 
seq., tit. Prohibition. 

Besides, the insufficiency of the notice has 
not been put in issue by the pleadings, and 
we shall not assume in advance that the re- 
spondent will permit an insufficient notice of 
contest to receive his judicial sanction, and 
should he do sothe remedy of relator is ample 
in other directions. 

The premises considered, we deny the writ.

Wreck of Main’s Circus Train at 


Vail Valley. 


Dashed Down a Mountain Side With 
Fearful Speed. 


PILED UP IN A PROMISCUOUS HEAP AT 
THE BOTTOM. 


A Mass of Dead and Dying Employes, 
Animals and Circus Properties—The 
Slaughter of Animals by an Enraged 
Tiger Before He Could Be Placed 
Under Control—List of Killed and In- 
jured—Bull Fighters Gored to Death

ALTOONA, Pa., May 30.—Walter Main’s cir. 
cus was wrecked onthe Tyrone & Clearfield 
Branch ofthe Pennsylvania Railway at Vail 
Station, about five miles north of Tyrone, at 
56:80 this morning, As far as can be ascer- 
tained six persons were killed and ten in- 
jured, The circus was enroute to Lewis- 
town from Houtsdale. The engineer lost 
control of the train when going down the 
mountain and it jumped the track when 
going at a speed of forty miles per hour, 
throwing fourteen cars over a 80-foot em- 
bankment. Most of the animals are badly 
hurt anda number escaped to the woods, 
but were recaptured. The train is badly de- 
molished; and it is the worst wreck in this 
locality for many years.

ITitue TIOKET’ DEALERS. 


Claim That He Sold Outright Tickets 
Which He Had Purchased on Condi- 
tion That He Should Return Part of 
Them Unused — Warrant Issued 

„ Against Him—Folice News in Genera’. 


The arrest of Ernest Meyer by Officer Reis 
this morning and his imprisonment on a 
warrrant for fraud sworn to by H. A. Guins- 
berg, the ticket broker at 215 North 
Fourth street, unearthed a man 
who, the local ticket brokers allege, 
bas been. causing them a lot of trouble for 
months. The specie charge made by 
Guinsberg was that Meyer purchased a 
round-trip ticket to New York from him last 
July and made an agreement to return 
the New £York-St. Louis half of it, 
Guinsberg alleges that instead Meyer sold 
the entire ticket at an advance over the 
price he paid for the use of it to New York. 

Meyer's arrest is really due 
to Simon Steiner, the ticket bro- 
ker at No. 210 North Broadway. 


Mr. Steiner alleges that last January Meyer 
got from him the privilege to travel as far as 
n Miss, on a ticket good from St. 
San Antonio, Tex. At Vicksourg 
Wares i. to give the remainder of the 
ticket toSteiner’s correspondent, it is claimed. 
At Memphis Meyer iscovered the value 
of the ticket, and, Steiner alleges, sold it for 
$41. Steiner saw eyeron thestreet to-day 
and invited nim to his office. Meyer ac- 
cepted the invitation and Steiner de- 
manded the return of the ticket 
or of its 8 value. Meyer said that he 
would give Steiner an order on a lawyer who 
had money of his, but Steiner held out for 
the cash, and when Meyer did not refund, 
the broker summoned Officer Reis. 
Steiner was not prepared:to make his case on 
the instant and he telephoned the news o 
Meyer's arrest to Guinsberg, who went a 
once to Assistant Procvating- Attor- 
ney Estep with the evidence on 
which he obtained a warrant. 
Mr. Steiner says he will have his papers 
ready to-morrow to obtain a second warrant. 
Meyer is accused of other offenses be- 
sides his alleged fraudulent dealings with 
ticket brokers. The brokers claim that 
he has a habit of traveling 
through Arkansas and other Southern States, 
and purchasing furs from emg mgt storekeep- 
ers. In payment they allege he gives drafts 
on some St. Louis comms sion house. He 
has the furs sent to this city, 
they aver, but manages to reach 
here before the consignment, which they 
claim he receives and selis. The consignee 
never obtains the goods, itis alleged, and 
promptly protests the draft. Meyer, it is 
claimed, has many victims of 
this Kind. 80 far, however, the 
authorities have no evidence of any such 
transactions except the statements made by 
the brokers who caused Meyer’sarrest. No 
doubt if the allegations are correct victims 
will turn up in a day or two with charges.

CROPS IN ILLINOIS, 


Cool Weather. Floods and Worms Oausing 
Much Damage. 


SPRINGFIELD, III., May 30.—The weekly crop 
bulletin of the Illinois Weather Service for 
the week ending May 29 says the tempera- 
ture ofthe past seven days has been gener- 
ally below the normal throughout the State. 
At Chicago the daily deficiency amounted to 
about 2 deg., at Springfield, nearly 6 deg., 
while in Cairo the temperature was about 
normal. In the central and southern dis- 


trict the rainfall, most of which fell on 
Thursday and riday, was excessive. 
In the northern division except in a few 
counties the amount of precipitation was 
about or slightly above seasonable average. 
The percentage of sunshine for tbe week was 
below a seasonable amount. Inthe northern 

rt of the State wheretherainfall was not 
Reavy, corn planting was vigorously pushed 
andin many localities finished. In the cen- 
tral and southern counties fair progress was 
made until the 26th to 26th when the excess- 
ive rains * a stop to this work and it will 
probably several days before it can be re- 
sumed. Many fields were flooded, and it is 
feared that serious damage will result to 
farmers from washing of land in 
which corn had already n sown. 
The reports indicate that many .gfelds will 
be replanted owing to the seed rotting.in the 
ground. The early planted is reported com- 
ing along nicely but needs warmth and sun- 
shine to make good growth. 

Macoupin, Henry, Cass, Jasper, Jefferson 
and Union Counties report the appearance of 
cut worms inthecorn. There is no material 
change reported in the condition of wheat in 
the central and northern counties. The gen- 
eral opinion is that the crop will be very 
light. In the southern counties it is still in 
good condition and heading nicely. 

The Ozark, Johnson County, correspond- 
ents report considerable cheat in the wheat 
in that vicinity. Meadows and pastures are 
generally in fine condition, In Washington, 
Gallatin, Jefferson and Jasper Counties the 
army worm is injuring the meadows. There 
has been but little change in the prospects 
for fruit since last report. Since last report 
many fruit trees were blown down dy the 
high winds which prevailed. Oats generally 
are reported in fine condition with prospects 
ofalarge yield. Rye is reported heading in 
the northern counties. Gardens are makin 
slow growth owing to the contiued col 
weather.

SEIZED BY CUSTOMS OFFICIALS. 


Steamer Haytien Republic Held for 
Smuggling and Other Offenses. 


SEATTLE, Wash., May 380.—The steamer 
Haytien Zepublic was seized here last night 
by customs officials. She was searched and 
only five pounds of opium found. The cus- 
toms officers say they did not expect to find 
more, but the seizure was for past cffenses 
and that libel will be filed against her in a 
few days. Beyond this they will say nothing. 


It is known, however, that the customs of- 
ficers are id ee on disclosures made some 
time ago by ohn Willson, agent of the 
Haytien Republic at British 
Columdia.
